In response to the Office Action dated March 24, 2006 (Paper 
No./Mail Date 20060319), in which the examiner imposed a restriction requirement, 
applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, for prosecution on the merits the 
invention identified in the Office Action as 1 Claims 1-12 and 14-27, drawn to a 
cone pulley, classified in class 474, subdass 28 ."
